THE CIRCUS MAXIMUS 


Nestled between the Aventine and Palantine hills in Rome, the valley Marcia was 
selected by Tarquin Priscus to be the site for the chariot races commemorating his victory 
over the Latins in the 6th century B.C. Larger than any other circii built in Rome, this 
area soon became known as the Circus Maximus. 

The Circus Maximus enjoyed a long life and illustrious history. Julius Caesar enlarged 
the Circus’ area and dug a deep and broad fosse around the arena to prevent wild animals, 
especially elephants, from crashing through the iron gratings and injurying the spectators. 

Caesar also constructed three porticoes ornamenting the exterior of the fosse. The 
first porticoe supported stone seats. The second, rising behind the first, supported wooden 
seats while the third, surrounding the whole exterior fosse contained passages to and from 
the seats and added a finished ornamental facade to the edifice. 

The Julian Augusti, Tiberius and Claudius each rebuilt portions of the Circus destroy- 
ed by fire. Claudius also embellished the old Circus, using marble in the construction of 
the carceres which had previously been made of sand stone. In addition to the embellish- 
ment of the carceres, Claudius had the wooden metae gilted, as well as designating special 
seats for senators. 

Totally destroyed during the Neronian conflagration, the Circus Maximus was rebuilt 
by the Flavian Augusti, Vespasian and Domitian on an even grander scale. Still, due to the 
continued effects of extensive use and insufficient maintenance, the Circus Maximus had 
fallen into a ruinous state by the ascendancy of Trajan. 

Trajan, himself a fierce sportsman and devotee of the chariot race, renovated and re- 
stored the Circus Maximus to its most historically known state. It was during his reign that 
the Circus joined the ranks of splendid Roman public edifices. Unfortunately, it had to 
again undergo repairs during the reigns of Antoninus Pius and Caracalla. 

The Circus Maximus, unlike the Circus Flaminian and the Circus Maxentius, so severly 
suffered from the ravages of time and history that none of its structure has survived into 
modern times. The only physical evidence testifying to the structure and purposes of the 
Circus is coinage commemorating the edifice. Two contorniate medals featuring the portrait 
of Augustus and the legend DIVVS AVGVSTVS PATER onthe obverse, exhibited exterior 
and interior views of the Circus Maximus with its portals and arcades. The spina, spanning 
the length of the arena is also shown with an obelisk in the middle and metae, or starting 
gates, at each of its extremities. 

A Neronian contorniate presents a view of the Circus Maximus with its great central 
obelisk. To the right of the obelisk are shown two columns supporting an entablature sur- 
mounted by statues; to the left is shown a small circular temple. Conical metae placed on 
lofty pedestals stand at each end of the spina around which six quadrigae compete. 

Nerva and Trajan also issued pieces commemorating the renovations and embellish- 
ments of the Circus Maximus. The contorniati struck by Trajan provided the standard from 
which later emperors derived their monetary depictions of the Circus. Caracalla was one 
of those emperors who borrowed several architectural details from the coins of Trajan for 
his representation of the Circus Maximus. A lovely sestertius of Caracalla, exhibited on the 
the reverse of this month’s cover coin presents a grand arcade bounded on either side by a 
sweeping curvature. The right curve contains a large entrance gate while the left curve is 
composed of a triumphal arch supporting a quadriga. The far side of the Circus is shown as 
a series of colonnades, a temple of Venus Marcia intersecting the left side. A quadriga orna- 
ments a portal in the right side of the back colonnade. Above the carceres is depicted a 
gallery with five figures. The central portion of the arena, the spina is ornamented with a 
great obelisk bordered on both right and left by metae. Between the obelisk and the metae 
furthest to the left, stands a statue of Cybel riding a lion. To the right of the obelisk is an 
altar and a figure. The numerous statues, small temples and quadrigae ornamenting the 
Circus’ structure were in commemoration of the various games and chariot races held in 
the Circus Maximus.
